COLUMBIA. S.C. (UP!) - 
Frankie-san. 51 , is a gentle liltle 
Japanese man who moves in and out 
among" the killers, the rapists, the 
burrfars and the inmales of ooe of the 
most stark and forBidding p'nsons in 
the nation — a parakeet on his 
shoulder and a gift m his hand. 

"I'd rather give a man a cola than 
preach to him," said Frankie-san. a 
native of Ttikyo who lives on the 
grounds of the Central Correctional 
Institution. 

Frankie-san, so dubbed because 
prisoners could not pronounce his real 
name, Kyuzo Miyatshi, nms thepns- 
on library and spends most of his 
modest salary on things like toilelnes, 
and other small gifts for the pns- 
oners. i 
He lives alone in a tiny white block ' 
building that was refurbished for bim 
by prison authonlies. 

Frankie-san is absolutely safe 
among the inmates, who consider him 
a Kind of saint and fiercely protect — 
him. although his Ule has not been 
without a few scares. 

A gentle and self-effacing man. he 
keeps pets in the library like guinea 
pigs, parrots and parakeets.
